As a consequence, he fell foul of the men 
concerned, and Mr. Cronin alleged an 
attempt was made to kill him. He asked 
to be transferred, but his request was not 
ate So he resigned, and joined the 
ilitary Police. 

If I were to tell you some of the things 
that zo on among prisoners, especially at 
Parkhurst. where things are even worse than 
at Dartmoor, said Mr. Cronin, “you prob- 
ably would not believe them.” Men of the 
habitual criminal type caused most trouble.

increased. They are hopelessly inadequate,

STORY OF ATTACK ON 


SHORE BATTERIES 
— — 


The British Navy’s biggest bombardment 
in the Mediterranean accompanied the land 
attack on Bardia on Friday, writes the Press 
Association Special Correspondent with the 
Mediterranean Fleet. 

From aboard a battleship, he says, I watched 
the battle fleet hurling at least 600 tons of 
shells into the fortress during a daylight 
pounding of the beleagured troops which lasted 


.| 90 minutes. A military signal received from 


the shore soon after we had left the scene told 
us of the success of the operation. 

Bardia defences rated, it read. 
„Many prisoners. Attack proceeding to plan. 

We learned of the mission on which we 
were bound as we sailed out of the harbour 
an Thursday evening. Over the ship’s broad- 
casting system came the Commander’s brief 
summing-up of the plan of concerted opera- 
tions by the land, air and naval forces to 
be put into operation the following morning. 

‘* To-morrow (Friday) the Army are going 
to attack Bardia it said. The Air Force 
and the Fleet Air Arm will also take offen- 
sive action, and the Fleet will bombard 
motorised concentrations north-west of Bardia 
in order to prevent counter-attack—or re- 
treat. 


RAPID FIRE 


The Army were scheduled to launch their 
a.m. on Friday, and as we ap- 
roached the coast off Bardia about an hour 
ter -we saw continuous flashes of gun--fire 
so rapid that sometimes it seemed like a 
string of lights along the coasthne, with an 
occasional high angle firing. 

As the sun topped the horizon white clouds 
of smoke, ually turning biack, looked 
like sticks of bombs exploding on the plateau. 
But they were apparently caused by our 
artillery. plastering the southern perimetér “of 
the defences of Bardia with a terrific barrage. 

Spotting aircraft could be seen high over 
the target area. In vain the Italian anti-air- 
craft batteries opened up in an attempt to 
drive them off. Soon the buildings of Sollum 
could be picked out, and also bonfire near 
the base of the escarpment, which had been 
lighted by our troops as a signal for- us to 
stop. We were now nearing our objective. 
From the flagship, and from our owu ship, 
spotting aircraft were catapulted simui- 
taneously, and soared off towards Bardia in 
order to signal back the results of our shoot. 
ing. The ships then closed to about 10,000 
yards: from the shore, and we watched 
tensely as the little white houses of Bardia 
came into view, perched on top of a high 
cliff dropping sheer towards the sea. 


CEASELESS BARRAGE 


The barrage from the Army had never 
ceased, and dense clouds of smoke were now 
clinging to the sand hills and slowly roiling 
down the many valleys, while the distant 
rumble of guns reached us across the water. 

Battle ensigns were run up the masthead 
on each: ship as the battle fleet prepared for 
action and sailed into position, preceded oy 
destroyets. Conditions were excellent when 
the flagship opened up with the first salvo 
from ‘her. fifteen inch guns as she drew 
abreast of her target. Following that salvo, 
all hell was let loose as the battleships in 
turn, firing at regular intervals, p tered 
that flat plateau north-west of Bardia. Smoke 
and flame belched forth. One had the ser- 
sation of being hit on the head by a sand- 
bag as the mighty blast of air passed like 4 
tornado and our ton shells were hurled 
screaming into the Libyan escerpment, their 
journey through the sky being often visible 
be a few seconds. 


SMOKE AND SAND 


Whether or not the Army batteries main- 
tained their barrage it was impossible to tell, 
as clouds of smoke and sand sent up by our 
own bursting shells soon became ao thick that 
the whole coastline covering the target area 
was blotted out from view. 
Before the smoke became too dense 
vehicles could be ry rt 22 2 — 
the escarpment, and from time ime den 
smoke ‘coins shot up as our shells found 
their mark. Our approach must have caught 
the Italians unprepared, for there was some 
delay before their shore batteries replied from 
the face of the cliff just east of the town.

Professor Barton Leach, Harvard Proíessor 
of Law, in a letter to the New York Times, 
asserts that the United States is already in 
fact in a state of war with the Axis. The 
technical status of peace, he holds, is ohly 
a delusion and a handicap to that full and 
effective aid to Britain which alone can keep 
the United States out of active participation 
in hostilities.

The Department of Commerce estimates 
that foreign investments in the United States 
increased by approximately £124,700,000—to 
a total of £5 390 000,000—durin the first war 
year, despite heavy withdrawals by Britain 
and Canada. The combined United Kingdom 
and Canadian investments on August 31 last 
totalled £1,238,000,000—a decline in the 
twelve months of 2104, 000, 000. 


PARITY IN 1942 
NEW YORE, Sunday. 


Mr. T. P. Wright, one of the United 
States leading aircraft production engineers, 
estimated that Britain would have almost 
49,000 warplanes by the spring of 1942, and 
would then achieve parity in the air with 
the Axis. By the middle of 1942 Britain 
would have outstriped the combined air 
power of the Axis Powers, and would have 
about 55,000 planes. The United States would 
have parity with the Axis in the air by the 
close of 1942, even though the country con- 
tinued to supply Britain with war planes. 

„Germany's plane losses in the air, he 
said, were three times those of Britain at 
September, 1940 and, although * were 
being reduced, would remain twice those of 
Britain until July. 1942.“ (Associated 
Press.) 

Professor Barton Leach says that aid to 
Britain should include the seizure of Axis 
ships in United States ports, the internment 
of Axis consular staffs, and American con- 
voying of supplies.

NOTED PHILOSOPHER 


_M. HENRI BERGSON 


From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


M. Henri Bergson, the noted French aca- 
demician and philosopher, died to-day, aged 
82. Henri Bergson was of Jewish origin. His 
philosophy knew no frontiers. His books were 
translated into all the principal languages, 
and invitations to lecture poured in upon 
him from worldwide intellectual centres, and, 
though he accepted few, he spoke in most 
continental countries, in Great Britain and 
in the United States. 
In 1900 he took the Chair of Philosophy 
at the College de France, and in 1912 he 
held the post of Gifford lecturer at Edinburgh 
University. In 1913 he went to America at 
the invitation of Columbia University. He 
made friends with President Woodrow Wil- 
son, and at one time there was talk of his 
receiving an appointment as French Am- 
bassador to Washington. He was awarded 
the Nobel Prize for literature in 1927.

Belfast Owner’s Chance of

Miss Hope-Johnstone, whose . ea 
had a big string of greyhounds 
Lodge, Trim, long since went out of as 
ing; but before she achieved the ambition of 
3 Irish courser at Clounanna she“ was one 
f the most enthusiastic céurser in the Mid- 
lands, and won numerous stakes with some 
typical open country dogs, the best of which 
were, perhaps, Jolly Fellow, Adversary and 
Just Cause. incidentally, it is not generally 


known that it was from the kennels at Rock | 


Lodge that Colonel North got Troughend, 
who, running in the nomination of Mr. J 
Badger, divided the Waterloo Cup in 1889 
with the Colonel’s Fullerton, who also won 
the Cup in the three following seasons to set 
a record at Altcar that never is likely to be 
equalled. 

Miss Hope-Johnstone gained her first 
success at Clounanna in 1919-20 with Miss 
Langan’s Lively Tune, and two seasons later 
repeated it with her nomination, Gift o” the 
Gab.
